After naiiroad 


Demand Suffild-Blackie By. 
Extension At Once 


— 


At a mass meeting of farmers from 
the Queenstown, Arrowood and 
Blackie districts, held in the Queens- 
town U.F.A. hall, at Milo, Alta., 
reasons based on statistics for the im- 
mediate extension of the Suflield- 
Blackie railroad, which up to the pres- 
ent time has been completed so far as 
Lomond, were put forward in a nuim- 
ber of addresses delivered by farmers 
resident in the districts directly 
affected. ‘The meeting was well at- 
tended, there being more than J00 
persons present. 

‘Me C. P. R. was represented by T. 
P, Achison, general agricultusal 
agent for Western Canada and assist- 
ant to D. C, Coleman, vice-president 
of the company . Although Mr. 
Achison was not in a position to 
pledge the company to any further 
definite line of action, he said that 
nis report to the officials of the com- 
pany would recommend that facilities 
be established to handle the grain 
raised in those districts. 

Hon. A. J. McLean, acting Prime 
Minister of Alberta, afd Minister of 
Public Works, and Fred Davis, M.L.A 
were also present and spoke brietly 
to the meeting. My.

distric’, 71,850 bushels of wheat; 
township 20, range 23, 113,100 bushels 
of wheat; township 19, range 22, 
40,900 bushels of wheat; township 19, 
range 23, 9,400 bushels of wheat, and 
township 18, range 22, 5,900 bushels 
of wheat. 

Present Conditions 

John Glambeck, secretwy-treasurer 
of the yueiee en of the U. F.A,,

short addivela he outlined the 
adverse conditions undev which the 
farmers of the district are compelled 
to compete with others parts of the 
country which have proper trans- 
portation facilities. The farmers, 
he said, have to haul their grain to 
Cluny, Gleichen or Bassano, which 
means that he is unable to make more 
han three trips a week, This year, 
with the high cost of production and 
low price of grain, the farmer in that 
district is hit even harder than the 
others because of the fact that he is 
forced to haul his grain such a dis- 
tance. 

The immediate construction of a 
railroad, he stated, is the oniy salva- 
tion for the farmer there, for many 
farmers have already said that if the 
road is not completed next year they 
will have to qui® farming and simply 


conditions they are losing money cvery 
year. 

Other farmers who addressed the 
meeting and reiterated Mr. Glambeck's 
statement that if the road is not forth- 
coming they will have to cease farm- 
ing operations were: Mr. Brown, who 
has farmed in the district for more 
than 380 years; Mr. Galbraith, of Ar- 
meda; N. G. Hall, president of the 
Queenstown local of the U.F.A,; 
William Mallet, and I, C, Miller, of 
Arrowood, 

My. Hall said that the cost of haul- 
ing wheat from Milo to Cluny is cost- 
ing the farmer approximately 25 cents 
a bushel this year, ‘The best the 
farmer can do is to make three trips a 
week, Another farmer said that it 
costs him $2 for every trip he makes 
to Clufy with a load of grain for ex- 
penses alone, The big hil on the river 
makes it necessary for him to take 
eight horses to pull his load and it 
takes him two days to make the round 


f trip. 


William Mallet said that under the 
present transporation facilities it. is 
impossible for the farmers there to go 
In order 
to handle butter and eggs and inailk, a 
market close at hand is absolutely 
necessary, he declared. P. C, Miller 
estimated that the average farmer in 
the district is losing $1,000 every ear 
by having to haul his grain so far,

Entire Garrison Under Arrest 

The entire constabulary garrison in 
Manilla has been disarmed and placed 
under arrest and complaints have been 
prepared for the prosecutions of 78 
constabulary soldiers who admitted 
participation in the riot which resulted 
in the death of four Americans and 
seven Filipinos. 


Accidents on C.N.R. Lines 

The headquarters of the Canadian 
government railways recently received 
reports of two accidents on the C.N.R. 
Robert Nation, a brakeman, was killed 
at Creek Des Prairies, 145 miles west 
of Quebec. Fifteen cars of a west- 
baund train were derailed, three of 
them fell off the bridge and two of 
them plunged through the ice into the 
water. Seven were loaded with coal 
and the rest were empties. 


Sells Wife for Five Dollars 

The aid of High Constable Richard 
E. Boyle was enlisted by a man of 
about 65 years of age from the near- 
by country who claimed his wife had 
taken a job with a farmer to husk 
corn and had failed to return home. 
Constable Boyle, as agent for the 
Children’s Aid Society, drove out with 
the farmer and informed the woman 
that she was wanted to go back home. 
“Oh, he does, does he?’ snapped the 
woman, “Then | want to tell you 
that I am not his wife at all.” “But 
1 know you have been living with him 
for fifteen years or more,’ Mr. Boyle 
said, ‘That's all right. Fifteen years 
ago this man came to my real hus- 
band and said he would give $5.00 for 
me and my husband said all right. This 
man here has promised to marry me, 
and we're engaged. So | guess I'll 
atay where | am now," retorted the 
woman. Constable Boyle, however, 
finaly persuaded her to return to her 
old home. 


Hon. Chas. Dunning Has Operation 

At the General Hospital, Regina, 
recently, the Hon. Chas. Dunning, 
provincial treasurer, underwent a suc- 
cessful operation for the removal of 
hie tonsils. The operation was recom- 
mended by his physician in the hope 
of relieving Mr. Dunning of periodical 
attacke of quinsey from which he has 
suffered in the past. At the conclu- 
sion of hie annual budget speech on 
December 6, which had been post- 
pbned on account of one of these at- 
tacke of quinsey, Mr. Dunning apolo- 
gized for its brevity and recommended 
quineey in the throat as the best pos- 
sible “terminal facilities’ with which a 
speaker could be equipped. 


Partridges Plentiful 

Partridges have become very num- 
erous in the New Brunswick woods ow- 
ing to the fact that the hunters have 
been prohibited from shooting the 
birds, As a result it is not unusual 
for the game birds now to stray into 
Moncton and parade through the 
streets, One even walked into a citi- 
zen's dining room:‘when he sat at din- 
ner recently, The visitor was quite 
unafraid and seemed in no particular 
hurry to leave the human habitation. 


Shell Shock Cured by Harmony 
One hundred and thirty greviously 
injured men from military hospitals 
assembled in London recently for a 
“sing-song.’’ They were suffering from 
nervous afflictions, shell shock and 
various degrees of paralysis, and they 
* cultivate music less from an artistic 
than from a strictly practical point of 
view—for singing, so the war exper- 
ience has proved—is the best means 
of helping impaired memory and artic- 
ulation. 


Seeing Things in Toronto 

Port Dalhousie, over thirty miles 
across Lake Ontario, has been plainly 
discernible from Toronto Island and 
other points of vantage. The faint out- 
line of the summer resort is often seen 
from one side of the lake, but the 
clearcut lines of land, trees and habi- 
tations which were recently discern- 
ible have startled many.

A Toronto Star special states that 
brides under sixteen years of age resi- 
dent in Ontario, will have to return to 
school next September, according to 
Fred P, Gavin, inspector of technical 
education of the province. This will 
come about when section three of the 
Adolescent Act comes into force, which 
is with the, beginning of the fall term 
in 1921. 


Provide for Unemployed 

An official representative of the 
ministry of labor stated recently in 
London, England, that provision would 
have to be made for 225,000 unem- 
ployed for the nevt twenty-three weeks. 


Destitute in B.C. Aided 

Following a conference in Victoria 
on the unemployment situation with 
Mayor R. H. Gale of Vancouver, mem- 
bers of the legislature for that city 
and other citizens, Premier John Oliver 
on behalf of the provincial govern- 
ment, announced that $300,000 is to 
be appropriated by the government for 
gratuities to buy bread, meat and sup- 
plies for the destitute of the province. 


Matron Upheld by Board ’ 

Justification of Miss Fraser, lady 
superintendent of the hospital, in the 
case of Misg Dunn, the nurse who had 
to resign her position in order to visit 
her dying fiance, waa contained in the 
report rendered by the committee 
which had been appointed to inquire 
into the case, The report further stat- 
ed that while the committee fully 
sympathized with Miss Dunn they 
“thought it unwise for her to continue 
her training in the hospital.” 


Remove Barriers to Trade 

Restrictions in exportation of coin, 
bullion and currency on dealings, or 
exchange transactions in Russian rub- 
bles and on credit or exchange trans- 
actiona with Soviet Russia were re- 
moved by the treasury and federal re- 
serve board at Washington, acting with 
the approval of the state department. 
The treasury and federal board, in an- 
nouncing removal of the restrictions, 
said the action was taken “to give 
force and effect" to the decision of the 
state department as announced several 
months ago to remove barriers in the 
way of trade and communication with 
Soviet Russia. 


Opium Party Results in Deatly of 
Woman i 

An opium party in a rooming house 
recently resulted in the death of a girl 
aged 23 years and the serious illness 
of another young woman. A woman 
and three men, one of them a drug 
store clerk, participants in the party, 
were arrested,

F. A. Boyer, of Boyer, Sloan & Com- 
pany, who hae just returned from Eng- 
land, where for three weeks he was in 
close touch with Leonid Krassin, spe- 
cial trade envoy of the Russian Soviet 
government, stated this morning that 
many millions of dollars worth of Rus- 
sian orders had been obtained for 
Canadian manufacturers. Mr. Boyer's 
stay in London was for the purpose of 
consolidating the position of the six 
million dollar contract obtained by his 
firm from Ludwig K. Martens last June 
in New York.

Lloyd George stated recently in the 
House of Commons, in reply to a ques- 
tion that three men had been arrested 
for the importation of incendiary lit- 
erature from Norway.

Chiming Bells

Yet a large number of us have not 
the vaguest idea of how bells are 


rung. 

Ringing a bell does not merely 
consist in tugging a rope. Really 
speaking,.it is an are, and involves 

ysical and mental exercise. Ah 
inexperienced person soon be- 
comes tired, and until he has 
learned to give the rope just the 
correct swing he will continue to 
find it hard work. ‘A ringer of 
practice usually finds four hours 
of continued ringing exacting, 
though on Easter Monday, 1909, 
at All Saints, Loughborough,_ a 
record of twelve hours’ continuous 
ringing was attained. But this is 
a record hard to beat! 


A belfry usually contains from) 
twelve bells— though 


six to 
twelve is an uncommon number, 
the usual being eight. These 
bells vary in note from the tenor, 
which is the heaviest, down to the 
treble, the lightest. They are rung 
in changes. That is to say that 
the tenor always comes first, and 
after that the other bells follow 
in various orders. A peal con- 
sists of at least five thousand 
changes, all different, so that the 
bell-ringer has to concentrate a 
great deal, or he will spoil the 
peal, 

In ringing a peal the bells are 
turned over from side to side. 
This means that, when the rope is 
pulled, the wooly part which the 
ringer holds in his hand—called 
the solly—is lifted several feet 
into the air. 

When you hear the bells play- 
ing some peels air they are 
sounding what is called a carillon. 
In this case the bells do not turn 
over, but simply receive taps from 
the hammers, causing a light musi- 
cal note, and are operated by tug- 
ging simply at a series of short 
ropes. 

It takes about six months of 
practice to become a bell-ringer, 
and only one man in forty ever 
becomes really proficient in the 
art.

The Greeks 
and Romans associated the Dog 
Star with the heat of summer and 
said that it burned up the fields 
and killed the bees. We still talk 
of the dog days in the hottest sea- 
son.

Indian Secret Societies and Medicines 
It was wonderful how the Indians got along in those early 
times. They had secret societies something like Freemasons. To 
belong to one of those secret societies an Indian had to have a 
good, strong mind, and be able to keep a secret. Then if you 


“wanted medicine, or anything else you would get whatever you 


wanted. Nothing was kept from you. If these Indian medicines _ 
were known they would be very valuable. 


Born in a Buckboard 


In the course of conversation Mr. Hourie said, ‘One of my 
children was born in a buckboard. That was in. 1881. My wife 
was coming home from Fort Ellice to Prince Albert. One of 
the boys was with her. She thought she would have time to get 
holme before it happened, but two miles and a half from home 
she was taken sick. She told the boy to go into the bush,’ and 
she had the baby in the buckboard, and then went on home. 
When she drove up one of the: girls saw there was something 
strange so she said, ‘‘Mothér, what's the matter?” My wife 
said, “Oh, nothing,"’ and got out of the buckboard and walked 
That was Harry." ‘ 


Indian Prophesies: Starving Indians Relieved 


Peter said: ‘The white people professed to have no faith 
in the prophesies of the Indians, but they went by them all the 
same—by the prophecies of the medicine man. The Indians be- 
lieve in a bad herb, and a good herb. The Indians believe there 
is a herb for every ill in the human body—that is for every ill, 
there ie a herb that will ‘cure it. The medicine men are told 
sometimes by dreams what to use." 

Peter, in answer to a question whether he believed in Indian 
prophesies himeelf, said he had to from his own experience. For 
instance he said on one occasion there was no buffalo or any- 
thing. The medicine man came to my tent. I had one 
of these travelling tents. He said to me, ‘‘My brother, we are 
geing te have some meat today. I have eeen our road. It is 
very clear for us. We shall go through, and get to a hill and 
when we get over this hill our young men will kill a buffalo bull. 
That ie the first meat we shall have.” 

And,” eaid Hourie, “by George it did take place. We were 
geing out te the Elbew of the Saskatchewan. We travelled en, 
and every night he would de the same.” 


The Last Indian Scalp “ 


In March, 1898, Mr. Hayter Reed, ex-Indian Commissioner, 
wrete te Peter from Eastern Canada and said a friend of his 
wae very anzio 


b very anxioug.t ebtain a scalp if he could poseib) one. 
Hrd Peis, Sanus bast he could.” tm eee, / a a f 


Peter said to me, ‘I got a scalp. It wae the last one taken 
in this ceuntry. It was taken en the banks of the South Saskat- 
chewan close to the Vermillien Hille. The Crees killed quite a 
number of Blackfeet at times.” 


Heurie’s Opinien of Piapet 


I asked Peter what he thought of Piapot, the noted and 
turbulent Indian chief. Peter replied, ‘‘Piapot was certainly the 
bravest Indian that ever travelled these plains. He proved it by 
his deeds, going to war and killing, and never running from it. 
All the Indians said he was as brave asa lion. There may be men 
who have taken scalps, but not one who has been on the war 
path to go into the enemies’ country and tackle the lion in his 
den the same as Piapot did.” 


A Blackfoot Raid: After Buffalo Meat 
Hourie Sees Blackfoot Tortured to Death 


We have seen that Mr. Hourie claimed that a certain medi- 
cine man prophesied correctly concerning the finding of a buffalo 
bull. This was in the neighborhood of the Elbow of the Sas- 
katchewan. Continuing his story of the trip and of this same 
medicine man, it will be seen that the incidents of the trip in- 
cluded the witnessing of the torturing to death of a Blackfoot 
captive of the Crees. 

Mr. Hourie’s own words were something as follqws: 

“Speaking of the Blackfeet, the medicine man said, ‘Our 
namesakes, the Blackfeet, have been coming into the Elbow. Our 
young men who are now out on scout will bring us news that they 
have seen the Blackfeet line coming.”’ ‘‘And,"’ said Mr. Hourie, 
“sure enough it was as he said. When the scouts had brought 
in the news the medicine man said, ‘Now, we shall have to take 
care of ourselves. If we don't keep quiet, and don't look out 
for ourselves, we will either get some of our horses stolen or be 
killed. From here we will go in such a direction, and we are 
going to meet some more Indians—Qu’Appelle Indians. We 
shall not meet them today, but tomorrow they will come to camp 
and bring word of lots of buffalo. The enemy will see us com- 
ing along. They will be afraid of us. Keep close together and 
we shall get plenty of buffalo.” ‘We met the Qu’Appelle In- 
dians as the medicine man said we would, and next morning we 
had a run of buffalo. ‘‘But,’’ said the Medicine Man, “our 
enemies are around, and even watching us very keenly from the 
sand hills.’ That night we gathered our horses all in and tied 
them to the cart wheels. Through the night one of our men 
said, ‘Do you hear that?’* We were camped close to a spring. 

ere was a splash. ‘“'Of course,"’ he said, ‘there must be a’ 
wolf around."’ They call their enemies wolves. We got up in 
the morning. There had been no trouble in the night, but on 
going to the spring there were the marks of a man’s bare feet. 
We kept watch again all that day but nothing bothered us. We 
went right on to the Touchwood Hills and got back all safe. 
The Hudson's Bay Factor. wanted me to go back again. They 
wanted meat both at the head depots at Fort Pelly and Fort 
Ellice, and other places, and | had to keep busy after the 
buffalo, The next three days I spelled the horses; then I started 
off again to get more buffalo meat. I! was told when | started 
where the Indians would be. The Indians were going to have a 
sun dance at a certain bluff; so | went and camped there to meet 
their sun dance lodge. This was in the Swift Current country. 
The second night of the sun dance lodge the Crees’ enemies, the 
Blackfeet, came upon them. In the fight the Crees got hold of 
one Blackfoot. They made short work of him, and it was all 
through this Medicine Man's prophesy. When they got him they 
cut off his hands and feet and strung him up to a pole, and had 
every bit of hair taken off. They cut the meat from the top of 
the thighs to the knees. The women would be dancing with a 
‘leg or a foot or whatever it was, or with a piece of it. It was a 
great time for the squaws. Some of the squaws could only get 
a little bit of meat, and they would put this on a stick and dance 
around with it."

\ HOME-MADE CANDY 


Karo Fudge 


The following materials are 
needed: | pound of sugar, which 
\is the same as two cups of sugar, 
Y cup of Karo corn syrup, 
lcup of milk, two tablespoons (1 
oz.) of butter, 2 ozs. of choco- 
late or 4 cup of cocoa and one 
teaspoon of vanilla. 

Put the sugar, corn syrup and 
milk in a pan and stir until the 
sugar is dissolved. Then add the 
finely chopped chocolate, and stir 
until melted. Cook slowly, stir- 
ring it but little while boiling. 
After fifteen minutes see if it hae 
|reached the soft ball stage, or if 
the thermometer reads 240° F. 
|If #0, remove the pan from the 


| 


| fire, stir in the butter and vanilla 
and beat the candy until it begins 
to cream and to show fine grains 
| around the edges of the pan. Do 
/not beat too long or a gloss will 
| not show on top. Pour into but- 
tered pans and mark in squares. 


Dates With Fondant 


For 20 dates we need half a 
|cup of fondant. The fondant is 
made as follows: Beat the white 
of an egg until stiff, add three 
tablespoons of water and gradu- 
ally five cups of confectioner's 
sugar. When it is almost stiff add 
the vanilla, and when it rolls 
away in the form of a ball from 
the sides of the dish put it on a 
board powdered with confection- 
er’s sugar.

A CHEAPER 
CHRISTMAS CAKE 


For those who feel that a “reg- 
ular’ Christmas cake is beyond 
their purse we are providing an- 
other kind formed of cheaper in- 
gredients to take its place. This, 
owever, requires just as careful 
mixing and baking: 

One cup sugar, | cup molasses, 
| 1 cup butter or substitute, 3 cups 
|flour, 1 teaspoon b-kine soda, 3 
eggs, 2 teaspoons cinnamon, 1! 
teaspoon ground cloves, | tea- 
spoon nutmeg, | nound seedless 
raisins, | pound thinly sliced cit- 
ron, | pound currants, cup 
strong coffee. 


Cream the butter and _ sugar 
well, and add the eggs well beat- 
en, and the molasses. Then sift 
the dry ingredients and add. Now 
beat thoroughly and add _ the 
chopped and floured fruits and 
beat again. Any quantity of 
dried candied fruits can be add- 
ed. Bake very slowly in a mod- 
erate oven for two and one-half 
hours, The coffee should be 
poured or sprinkled carefully over 
the cake as it is taken from the 
oven. If baked in a covered 
roasting pan with the cover on 
juntil the last half-hour no coffee 
| will be needed to soften the cake. 
| his recine makes 1 4-pound cake 
|and should be kept in a cool, but 
|not too moist place, as the age 
improves the flavor.

The population is more industrial 
than agricultural and where great numbers of workers gather 
together in places like Vancouver, Nanaimo and New West- 
minster, there is always a certain leaven of socialism. 


The agitators of the 1.W.W’s. have always worked very 
hard to make an impression amongst the coal miners of Van- 
couver Island, and being so close to the border, Vancouver has 
been a favorite stamping ground for American labor agitators. 
B.C. has also produced several socialists of an honest but some- 
what misguided type. There are some socialists really and truly 
actuated by a desire to assist humanity, although in Canada we 
have not been very familiar with that type, but they have ap- 
peared in the B.C, legislature. Notable amongst them was Parker 
Williams, who for a number of years represented Newcastle in 
the legislature. His ideas were entirely Utopian, but no one 
doubted his honesty. He had a remarkable gift of expression 
and the short, pithy speech which he delivered in the legislature 
on the occasion of the death of Lord Strathcona was almost a 
perfect model of condensed eloquence. 

Another socialist of marked ability in the B.C. legislature 
was J. H. Hawthornewaite, who at one time was member for 
Nanaimo, and is a man of very considerable ability. 


Despite these rather disturbing factors in B.C. politics the 
recent general election has shown that the people are inclined 
to stable political lines. The elections took place last week and 
indications are that the Oliver Liberal Government has been 
sustained by a good working majority, but not one sufficient to 
make an adminisrtation careless of legislation or indifferent to 
the public welfare. 

The Conservative Opposition, headed by the Hon. W. J. 
Bowser, is well represented and there is no doubt that legisla- 
tion and the acts of the Government will be subjected to con- 
structive criticism and sharp scrutiny. 


These are satisfactory conditions, as under them the Gov-

The court may also order 
thé father or the mother to pay 
for maintenance out of any es- 
tate to which the infant may be 
jentitled, such sum from time to 
time as the court may deem reas- 
onable according to the pecuniary 
circumstances. of the father or 
mother or the value of the estate. 

Subject to the provisione of the 
| Act the surviving parent of an 
infant may dipose of the custody 

of such infant, by deed or by 
| will, while he rmeains an infant, 
or for any lesser time to any per- 
son in possession or remainder. 

On the death of the father of an 
\infant, the mother, if surviving 
shall be the sole guardian until the 
infant attains the age of fourteen 
jand thereafter shall act either 
| alone when no guardian has been 
| appointed by the father, or joint- 
ly with any guardian appointed 
by the father. Where no guard- 
ian has been appointed by the 
father, or if the guardian appoint- 
ed by the father is dead or re- 
fuses to act the court of king's 
| bench may appoint a guardian or 
guardians to act jointly with the 
| mother. 

The mother of an infant may, 
by deed or will, provisionally 
nominate any person or persons 
to act as guardian or guardians of 
| the infant after her death jointly 
| with the father of the infant, and 
the court after her death, if it be 
| shown that the father is for any 
reason unfitted to be the sole 
guardian of his children, may con- 
firm the appointment of such

jarlais and was, at the end of that 
period, transferred to St. Boni- 
face Ladies’ College. No provi- 
sion had been made for suitable 
guardianship at the close of her 
school attendance.

Aliza Graduates 


Graduating at sixteen she re- 
turned to her parents (now living 
on the reservation) from whom 
she had been separated for twelve 
long years. 

Aliza's uncle and his wife as- 

rted guardianship but since it

bond" the mother's will prevailed. 
She could not forego the ambi- 
tion to have her cultured daugh- 
ter an inmate of her own home, 
regardless of the temptations that 
might beset her untried _ nature 
amid the environments of an In- 
dian reserve.

with Westminster Abbey? Is it 
not the most unique and priceless 
treasure of the English-speaking 
race?" 


Harold, the last of the Saxon 


kings, was probably the first 
monarch to be crowned in the 
Abbey, and on the same _ spot 


every sovereign from William the 
Conqueror to George V. has been 
crowned and anointed, but the 
Abbey has never witnessed in all 
the wonderful story of nine cen- 
turies and a half a more striking 
ceremony than when on Armis- 
tice Day ‘The Unknown War- 
rior'’—perhaps a Canadian—was 
laid to rest and the King placed 
a wreath on the coffin with the 
inscription: 

“In proud memeory of those 
Warriors who died unknown in 
the Great War, Unknown, and yet 
well known; as dying, and behold 
they live.” 

Many Canadians will also re- 
call that the Abbey was the home 
of their Battalion Colours during 
the war, and alike to them and 
future generations the Abbey will
